Mrs  Linhard  & Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  the  annual 
report  for  1970  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  district. 


NATION  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947.  SECTION  47 . 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  in  1970.  This  section  deals  with 
the  removal  from  their  houses  of  people,  mostly  elderly  who  are  living  in 
unsanitary  conditions  and  who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves  and  are 
not  receiving  help  from  any  one  else.  This  action  is  only  taken  after 
much  consideration  and  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Practitioner 
and  when  the  person  in  question  refuses  all  offers  of  help. 

The  County  Council  in  its  provisions  of  residential  homes  for  the 
elderly  at  Plas  Cae  CrwnNewtown  and  Dollys  Llanidloes  for  this  district 
and  the  provision  of  helps  which  can  attend  at  a persons  home  daily  if 
needs  be  has  contributed  to  the  care  of  the  elderly.  The  Local  District 
Authority  has  built  many  bungalows  specifically  for  the  elderly 
throughout  its  district  the  majority  being  provided  with  a warden  service. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  continues  to  show  a decline  from 
7890  in  1969  to  7850  in  1970. 

There  was  a total  of  98  births  giving  a birth  rate  of  12.5  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  15.8  in  1969*  - the  national  rate  being 
16.0.  There  were  13  illegitimate  births  which  is  13$  of  all  live  births 
compared  with  3$  in  1969  and  the  national  rate  being  8$. 

There  was  1 still  birth,  giving  a rate  of  10  per  1,000  total 
live  and  still  births,  the  national  rate  being  13. 

There  was  1 death  of  an  infant  in  its  first  year  of  life  - the 
death  occuring  shortly  after  birth,  this  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  10  per  1,000  live  births,  the  national  rate  being  18.  There  were  no 
infant  deaths  in  1969. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  80,  36  males  and  44  females  - 
giving  a death  rate  of  10.2  per  1,000  population  compared  with  11.3 
in  1969  and-  the  national  rate  was  11. 7. 

10  deaths  were  due  to  some  form  or  other  of  cancer,  22  deaths 
were  due  to  heart  disease  and  16  deaths  were  due  to  cerebro-vascular 
disease.  One  death  was  accidental  - a youth  age  18. 

40  deaths  occurred  after  the  age  ? 75  years  - 15  males  and 
25  females. 


T7ATBR  SUPPLIES. 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water 
supplies  in  the  district. 

Landinam,  Caersws,  Llanwnog,  Clatter  and  Carno  were  connected 
into  the  Llandinam  Severn  Valley  Scheme.  Aberhafesp  was  connected  to 
tho  Severn  Valley  Scheme  and  work  commenced  on  laying  mains  from 
Bettws,  Tregynon,  New  Mills,  Adfa  and  Cefn  Coch  to  the- supply,  from 
the  Severn  Valley  Scheme. 


SANITATION 


The  Llandinam  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  and  some  connections  were 
made  including  the  school. 

At  Kerry  the  enlargement  of  the  disposal  works  was  completed.  Kerry 
Village  continues  to  grow  with  the  building  of  several  private  properties. 
The  residentail  school  at  Brynllytrarch  had  not  been  connected  to  the 
public  sewer  the  end  of  1970.  At  Sarn  by  the  end  of  the  year 
documents  were  ready  for  tender. 

In  Carno  the  factory  was  not  yet  connected  to  the  main  sewer  by  the 
end  of  1970. 

Agreement  was  reached  with  the  Education  Authority  to  take  over 
their  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Manafon, 

Plans  were  received  and  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office  for  the 
sewering  of  Trefeglwys,  Llawryglyn,  Van  and  Cerrist. 


HOUSING. 


Caersws . The  site  has  boon  completed  for  the  time  being. 

Kerry.  15  houses  were  completed. 

Carno.  4 houses  and  4 bungalows  were  completed. 

Private  44  houses  were  under  construction  and  24  were  completed

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


A working  party  has  been  set  up  consisting  of  the  10  District 
Authorities  in  Montgomeryshire  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  one 
central  point  for  the  disposal  of  rubbish  from  all  over  the  County 
using  a pulverising  plant  and  to  inquire  into  the  costs  to  each  District 
Authority  of  such  a scheme  comes  into  effect.  No  doubt  Mr.  Haddocks 
will  deal  with  this  matter  at  greater  length  in  his  report. 


S ALHGNEI  LOST  S . 

During  the  year  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  has  notified  to  me  outbreaks  of 
Salmonellosis  in  9 farms  throughout  the  district,  6 of  these  held  a 
milk  dealers  licence  and  in  each  case  the  milk  went  for  pasteurisation. 


BRUCELLOSIS. 

2 cases  of  brucellosis  were  brought  to  my  notice  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Aberystwyth,  both  occurring  in  the  same  farm, 
affecting  the  farmer  and  one  of  his  children. 

In  all  these  cases  - salmonellosis  and  brucellosis  the  farmers 
were  interviewed  and  advised  about  hygiene  and  the  use  of  raw  milk 
b y the  farm  household  and  farm  workers.

SALMONELLOSIS . 


The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  notifies 
m©  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district.  Unless  care  is  taken  in 
handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  there  is  a rick  of  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and  his  family  and  from  drinking 
contaminated  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  or  contacted  by  telephone  and  advice  is  given 
about  the  care  needed  to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  Where 
the  farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  it  is  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  raw  milk  is  sold  from  the  farm.

(a)  The  water  supplies  hare  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

(b)  In  the  envent  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample 
result  being  obtained  a check  is  made  to  ensure  that  an 
adequate  chlorine  residual  is  being  maintained  and  a further 
sample  is  taken  as  soon  as  possible.  All  new  mains  are 
superchlorinated,  flushed  and  a satisfactory  sample  obtained 
before  being  brought  into  service.

All  the  water  in  the  town  is  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire  Water 
Board.  The  Water  Board  took  twenty  five  samples  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  took  three  samples  and  all  these  were  satisfactory.
